(I haven't 
seen the text of the indictment, but the story in the btates-Ztem of the fourth tends to 
fortify the beliefs I have ^pressed earlier.) I know how buoy you are ami that you will 
not take tl±e time to write a letter, but X hope you con find the time to borrow one of 
^von's cassette recorders and talk into It whatever you may know of Davie, other than that 
ho supported you in the past, so tiiat 1 may prepare as much && is possible, based, upon 
what 1 have been told in eoiifidence. Do you, for example r know if ho has had connections 
with Loander Feres, fund-raising for Wallace, the sale ox untr&cabla rifles to other 
esctromists-racists, etc* 144 you ever check out the reports of his disappearance at the 
time of the Aing assassination (I wai then in flew Orleans and heard these reports)?
